Shortage 


By OVID A. MARTIN 
Washington, Nov. 29 .—Ml— Gov- 
ernment tobacco experts cited sta- 
tistics today to refute claims of 
some smokers that exports of tobac- 
co and cigarets under lend-leasc 
and other programs arc to blame 
for the smoking famine. 


Explaining that since the days of 
the early Virginia colony tobacco 
has been one of this country's prin- 
cipal farm products for export, Wai- 
Food Administration officials said 
exports have been a smaller por- 
tion of annual production since the 
war than before. 


Before the war, foreign sales of 


cigaret-type tobaccos ranged from 
about 35 to 45 per cent of the total 
domestic output. Since the war, ex- 
ports have ranged fonim 20 to 30 
per cent. 


Only a very small portion of war- 
time exports have moved overseas 
in the form of cigarets, the bulk 
being shipped as leaf tobacco for 
manufacture abroad. Officials said 
that less than two ocr cent of the 
total domestic cigaret production is 
being exported 
and that quantity 
goes to Britain in the form of Brit- 
ish brands for British soldiers. 
Cigarel tobacco normally is aged 
for 18 months to two years. Thus 
cigarets now being sold are

It's the adjutant general's 
office. 


AGO ha.s charge of all Army rec- 
ords and Us number of papers on 
file will run into billions as soon as 
this war is history. 


AGO started this war with about 
900 employees. It now has 
more 


than nine times that and at this 
moment could use nearly 1,200 more 
workers. But once the war is over 
the filing department 
alone, will 
have to be tripled. 


In AGO's files are the complete 
records of every man and woman 
in the Army, of all civilians who 
do work or have worked for 
the 
War Department. Eventually, it 
will have the records ot all war con- 
tracts: the files of disbanded, war 
agencies, commissions, the hospital 
records of all patients injured in 
service. The records alone, unless 
microfilmed, would' take up most 
of the gargantuan Pentagon build- 
ing. 
About a third of AGO's em- 
ployes have been decentralized, but 
the plan is to bring them back here 
if space can be found after the war.
